CBAUJDfODfO  CIVIL  UUBTT 


Tlie  Aberhartian  Uovernment  in  Alberta  seems 
to  be  engaged  In  a  perpetual  eonfllet  with  the 

courts  of  the  Province.  In  other  words,  by  legis- 
lation, it  is  seeking  to  override  the  courts  and 
do- things  for  whleh  there  Is  not  authority  In  the 
eonstltiition.  Mr.  Ab'TliaiL  i.s  an  exp<Timentali.st. 
Because  his  Reduction  and  Settlement  of  Debts 
Act  has  been  declared  Inyalld,  he  has  responded 
by  declaring  a  moratorium  on  private  debts. 
That  Is  about  the  only  form  of  "social  credit" 
that  he  will  be  able  to  make  operative,  and  It  Is 
by  BO  mean.s  a  pleasant  reflection  on  the  finan- 
cial status  of  the  people  of  Alberta. 

The  gravity  of  the  meander ings  of  the  Aber- 
hartian Ooremment  Is  the  challenge  to  the  courts 

and  the  endeavors  being;  made  to  Invade  the 
political  constitution  under  which  tlie  Province 
earrlea  oa  administration.  Ilr.  Aberhart  does 
not  believe  with  Junius,  that  "the  laws  which 
protect  us  in  our  civil  rights  grow  out  of  the 
coDStitntion.  and  they  must  fall  or  nourish  with 
it."  As  Junius  wrote.  'This  Is  not  the  cause  of 
faction,  or  of  party,  or  of  any  individual,  but  the 
WMiiwon  Interest  tif  every  nmri  ux  Britain  '*  Mr. 
Aberhart  has  forgotten  that  "the  power  of  the 
legislature  is  limited,  not  only  by  the  general 
rules  of  natural  Justice,  and  the  welfare  of  the 
community,  but  by  the  forms  and  principles  of 
our  particular  constitution."  It  Is  not  the  will 
and  pleasure  of  Mr.  Aberhart  that  must  prevail. 
The  courts  are  the  safeguard  to  prevent  a  sur- 
render of  public  liberty  Into  the  hands  of  anjT 
form  of  government  within  the  Empire. 

Legislation  devised  by  the  Oovernment  of  Al- 
bwta  and  designed  a.^  a  .sfcpplnj? -stone  to  Social 
Credit  has  been  declared  unconstitutional.  It  may 
well  be  supposed  that  the  mala  measure  dealing 
with  this  eronnmic  doctrine,  when  and  If  ever  It 
is  passed  by  the  Lefflalatiire,  will  also  be  chal- 
lenged tei  the  courts.  The  trend  of  Mr.  Aberhart's 
viewpoint  indicates  that  he  is  an  apo.stle  of  doc- 
trines that  are  ultra  vires  of  the  Province  he  is 
administering.  Alberta  is  supposed  to  be  In  dire 
straits  financially  yrt  large  .sums  of  money  can 
be  found  to  hght  on  behalf  of  unconstitutional 
rrmedies  before  the  courts'of  the  Province.  As  an 
administrator  Mr.  Aberhart  Is  losing  caste.  He 
ia  challenging  civil  hberty  Itself,  and  there  can 
be  only  one  end  to  such  a  fight  in  a  democratic 
countiy.

BSQUIMALT  MUMCIPALITY 


Dr.  S.  F.  Tolmie's  plea  fnr  a  .^^pocial  Federal 
grant  to  Esquimau  because  the  Uovernment,  with 
large  property  holdings  there,  pays  no  taxes  to 
the  municipality,  is  on  sound  and  unan.swerablc 
grounds.  The  situation  In  fisquimalt,  where  so 
much  land  and  tanprorements  are  non-taxable, 
has  operated  agaln.st  development.  With  a  small 
and  scattered  population  in  a  widespread  acreage, 
the  municipal  authorities  there  have  through  the 
years  found  their  task  a  dlfllcult  one.  It  has 
been  necessary  to  Ramose  increasing  taxation  to 
meet  liabilities,  and  ihe  consequence  has  been 
that  there  is  little  new  settlement,  few  new  houses 
being  erected,  property  remaining  unsold  and  a 
gathering  amount  of  parcels  of  land  reverting  to 
the  mmUdiMlttjr. 

The  arRument  put  forth  by  Dr.  Tolmie  on  behalf 
of  ii^squimalt  was  comprehensive  and  cannot  fail 
to  impress  the  Dominion  a<»vemment.  With  an 
Increa.sed  personnel  of  the  naval,  military  and 
air  forces,  the  situation  in  the  municipality  will 
become  more  serious  than  it  Is  at  present.  Esqui- 
mau has  a  claim  for  a  Federal  grant  much  more 
insistent  than  Halifax  becatise  the  bulk  of  the 
supplies  for  Work  Point,  the  Naval  Barracks  and 
the  drydock  are  not  purchased  within  the  munici- 
pality as  Is  the  case  with  Halifax.  This  argument 
and  the  many  others  put  forward  with  force  by 
Dr.  Tolmie  should  induce  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment to  take  action.  It  is  a  simple  matter  of 
fair  dealing  Esqulmalt  as  a  municipality  has 
been  operating  under  a  distinct  handicap  which 
has  retarded  the  progre.ss  of  a  district  that  is 
ideal  for  home  dwellers  as  well  as  for  Industrial 
developneat

In  point  of  fact  Mr  King  and  Mr.  Bennett 
desire,  not  to  revise  or  recast  the  Canadian  Con- 
stttutlOQ,  but  nirr(  ly  to  agree  upon  some  neces- 
sary amendments  to  a  certain  Act,  pa.ssed  by  the 
Imperial  Parliament  in  1867,  which  defines  and 
dtotrlbutes  the  ix^wers  to  be  exercised  by  the 
Dominion  and  the  Provinces  respectively  That 
Act— the  British  North  America  Act — is  certainly 
a  very  Important  one,  but  It  to  a  part,  and  only 
a  part,  of  the  written  portion  of  our  Con.stitution.

We  have  spesded  w>me  things  up 
so  much  that  we  engage  marvel- 
ously  in  mining  without  the  aid  of 
any  ore  at  all  Week  after  week 
provincial  Incorporations  show  new 
mlIUon<dollar  companies,  and  some 

with  etvpltal  st<>ek  extendlr  k  i,>  to 
•3.000,000.  Yet  the  producing  mines 
in  British  Columbto  may  still  be 
counted  on  the  fingers  of  two 
hands;  and  the  Important  ones  on- 
one  hand.  It  takes  a  lot  of  market- 
able ore  to  make  return  on  tl.000,000 
in  capital  stock,  and  yet  we  have 
such  mines  on  paper  by  the  dosen.

Dr.  S.  F.  Tolmie's  plea  for  a  special  Pederal 

grant  to  E.squimalt  becau.se  the  Onvernmenf ,  with 
large  properly  holdings  there.  p«ytr^ -taxes  to 
the  municipality,  to  on  sound  and  unanswerable 
ground.s.  The  situation  in  E.squimalt,  where  so 
much  land  and  improvements  are  non-taxable, 
has  operated  agaUut  devetopment.

With  an 
increased  personnel  of  the  naval,  military  and 
air  force.s,  the  situation  In  the  municipality  wlU 
become  more  serious  than  it  is  at  present.  Esqui- 
malt  has  a  elalm  for  a  Federal  frant  mueh  more 
In.slstent  than  Halifax  because  the  bulk  of  the 
supplies  for  Work  Point,  the  Naval  Barracks  and 
the  drydoek  are  not  purchased  wlthtai  the  munici- 
pality as  is  the  ca.se  with  Halifax.

CANADIAN  CONSTrrmON 


The  London  Spectator  in  Its  Issue  of  February  5 
speaks  ofjhe  "British  North  America  Act,"  and 
of  the  "Canadian  Con.stitution,"  as  If  these  two 
terms  were  Interchangeable.  That  usualh  well- 
informed  Journal  says  that  there  U  to  be  a  "re- 
vision of  the  Con.stltutldC^aind  thii  the  Premier 
and  the  Leader  of  the  Opposition  are  equally 
anxious  to  alter  It.  The  Times,  weekly  edition, 
qf  the  4th  inst.  uses  similar  language,  attributing 
to  the.se  gentleTflen  the  opinion  that  "the  Consti- 
tution must  be  recast '  to  meet  modern  con- 
dltldna. 

In  point  of  fact  Mr.  King  and  Mr.  Bennett 
desire,  not  to  revise  or  recast  the  Canadian  Con- 
•lltnUoo.  but  merely  to  agree  upon  some  neees- 
sary  amendment.s  to  a  certain  Act,  pa.s,":ed  by  the 
Imperial  Parliament  in  1967,  which  defines  and 
distributes  th^  powers  to  be  exeretoed  by  the 

Dominion  and  the  Provinces  respectively. —Biat 
Act— the  British  North  America  Act— U  certainly 
a  very  Importaal  one.  but  it  to  a  part,  and  only 
a  part,  of  the  written  portion  of  our  Constltatlon. 

The  Canadian  Constitution  is  shnllar  in  prin- 
ciple to  that  of  IKe  United  Khigdom.  it  is  largely 
unwritten.  There  are,  of  course,  some  written 
constitutional  documents  of  great  importance 
common  to  both  countries  and  a  few  peculiar  to 
each.  Con.sider.  for  example,  the  Act  of  Union 
of  1707  by  which  England  and  Rent  land  were 
united  in  a  legislative  union  as  Uie  Kingdom  of 
Qreat  Britain.  There  was  also  a  later  Act  of 
Union  by  which  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
BrltaUi  and  Ireland  was  formed  in  1801.  These

Canada.  Having  regard  to  amounts 
of  these  external  loana  held  in 
Canada,  he  estimated  about  |14S,- 
000.000  had  been  used  by  ri^irnl'ana 
in  repatrtatteg  obligations. 

MUST  BE  rOVTROIXED 
This  proccR,s  .should  not  be  car- 
ried on  tcx)  rapidly  or  on  too  great 
a  scale,  however.  There  waa  as  |«t 
no  sign  of  strata  on  the  "iinwjlan 
doUar.  but  there  was  some  evldenot 
of  congestion  bi  bond  markets. 

Mr.  Towers  suggested  there  would 
be  general  benefit  if  the  Bank  of 
r.iiiiida  acted  as  banker  or  flscai 
agent  for  the  provinces  as  wall  as 
the  Docninlon,  ta  which  case  exist* 
Ing  Provincial  oonnectlon.s  could  re- 
main undUturbed  as  the  Bank  of 
Canada  need  not  be  the  SO 
of  the  province.
